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INCREASE IN UNITED KINGDOM EXPORTS 
IN NOVEMBER 


HE value of United Kingdom exports in November, as 
announced in last week’s Board of Trade fournal, amounted to 


£239-9 million. ‘There were only 25 working days in November 
and on a 26-day basis the figure was higher than in any previous 
month. For the period July to November exports averaged {220-4 
million a month, 9 per cent. more than in the corresponding five 
months of 1952, but 3 per cent. less than in the first half of 1952. 
With the increase in exports in October and November, the value 
of United Kingdom exports for the first eleven months of this vear 
was within 1 per cent. of the total for the corresponding period last 
year. There has been, some decline in export prices, and the 
volume of exports so far this year is estimated to be about 3 per 
cent. greater than in the corresponding period last year. 

Imports in November, at £272-2 million, continued at about the 
same rate as in recent months. Imports are subject to seasonal 
factors to a greater extent than exports. For the eleven months of 
this year the average monthly total was {278-7 million compared 
with £292-6 million in 1952. This decline of 5 per cent. is a 
consequence of a considerable fall in prices up to the middle of this 
year ; the volume of imports in the eleven months is estimated to 
be 10 per cent. more than in the corresponding period last year. 

The increase in exports since the recession in the middle of 1952 
and the improvement in the terms of trade compared with last year 
have led to a dec -ease this year in the excess of imports, valued c.i.f., 
over exports and re-exports, valued f.o.b. With re-exports averag- 
ing £8-9 million a month, the excess for the eleven months this year

amounted to {55-5 million a month compared with £64-4 million in 
the corresponding period of 1952. 
Exports 

The increase in exports in October and November compared with 
the third quarter was shared by nearly all groups of commodities. 
Exports of engineering products increased by 10 per cent., but a 
large part of this increase represented a recovery from the low 
figures recorded for the third quarter. For the five months July 
to November the monthly average of exports of engineering products 
was slightly less than in the first half year and still 3 per cent. below 
the rate in 1952. The level of exports of electrical goods and 
machinery was lower in the five months than in the first half year, 
but vehicles were a little higher mainly because of the record level 
of exports of aircraft. 

An increase of £2} million a month compared with the third 
quarter in exports of textiles in October and November was a 
continuation of the upward trend which has been an encouraging 
feature of the figures in recent months ; the average for July to 
November was higher than for any half year since the second half 
of 1951, when the steep decline in textile exports was only beginning. 
Previously this year exports of wool goods increased much more 
than those of cotton, but in November cotton exports increased by 
£1 million over October, while wool showed a slight decline. The 
value of exports of metals in October/November was nearly 10 per 
cent. greater at a monthly rate, than in the previous quarter ; this 
was the only major group whose export performance did not 
substantially deteriorate in 1952, and average monthly shipments in 
July to November this year were more than in any previous half year. 

Exports of other manufactures in October/November reached 
the high total of nearly £50 million a month, only about 4 per cent. 
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below the record level of the first quarter of 1952. Although ship- 
ments of refined petroleum have levelled off in the last few months, 
they were at a much higher rate than last year, and exports of arms 
and ammunition continued to increase. Exports of chemicals were £1 
million a month more in October/November than in the third quarter. 

Other exports also increased in October/November compared with 
the third quarter. Exports of raw materials were worth over £2 
million a month more than in the third quarter, mainly as a result of 
more shipments of coal. Exports of food, drink and tobacéo also, 
increased by more than £1 million. 


Imports 


Imports in October and November showed comparatively small 
changes compared with the third quarter. Seasonal factors caused 
a reduction in July to November of about 2 per cent. compared with 
the first half of 1953 in spite of the arrival in the last five months of 
£35 million of aircraft and parts as a gift from Canada. Excluding 
this special item, the value of arrivals in the eleven months of this 
year has been nearly 6 per cent. below the level of the corresponding 
months of 1952, although, as already noted, the volume has been 
much greater. Imports of food, drink and tobacco, for which prices 
declined less than for other classes, were £9 million or over 8 per cent. 
more in January to November this year than in the same months

last year, while arrivals of raw materials were less by about £11 million. 
The major decrease was in imports of manufactures which, excluding 
the Canadian aircraft, were down by nearly £15 million a month, or 
20 per cent., this year compared with last. ‘This heavy decrease was 
not to any significant extent the result of the restrictions on imports 
imposed in November 1951 and March 1952, which were partially 
relaxed in March this year. Prices have been much lower on the 
average and substantial reductions compared with last year in imports 
of iron and steel and manufactures, machinery, and cotton textiles 
are attributable in considerable measure to smaller defence require- 
ments and, particularly for the first group, increased domestic 
production. 


Area Pattern of Trade 


Provisional estimates suggest that exports to the sterling area in 
October/November were about 13 per cent. more than in the third 
quarter, while those to the non-sterling area were about 8 per cent. 
more. But while the former represents a further stage in the recovery 
of exports to the sterling area after the steep fall last year, when the 
third quarter figure was little more than two-thirds of that in the first 
quarter, the increase in exports to the non-sterling world brings them 
to a higher level than any previously reached, since they were affected 
in total only to a quite small extent by the recession in exports in 
1952. This result has been achieved in spite of a substantial decline, 
over the past two years, in shipments to non-sterling, non-dollar 
countries outside the O.E.E.C. area. ‘The increase has been partly 
in exports to North America, where exports have so far this year been 
16 per cent. more than in January to November last year ; and partly 
in shipments to Western Europe, largely accounted for by a con- 
siderable expansion, compared with last year, in exports of metals, of 
refined petroleum and of arms and ammunition. 

On the import side the change in the area pattern of trade is 
reversed, for it was mainly non-sterling imports that were affected in 
1952 by import restrictions imposed in this country and by the 
falling off in defence requirements for manufactures ; consequently 
non-sterling imports, although showing only small changes since the

first quarter of this year, have been in the last five months higher than 
in July to November last year but still much below the level of the 
first half of 1952. On the other hand, a seasonal increase of about 
6 per cent. in sterling imports in October/November has brought the 
total for this sector over the last five months to about the same level 
as in the corresponding period last year, while the amount for January 
to November, including high imports, especially of wool, in the first 
six months, has been about 6 per cent. more than in the first eleven 
months of 1952. As a result of these movements the trade deficit 
this year has been at a much higher rate than last for the sterling area 
but substantially lower for the non-sterling area. 


Details of Exports 
Metals 

Exports of metals in October/November averaged £2 million a 
month more than in the third quarter, most of the in..rease being in 
exports of iron and steel and manufactures ; there were larger 
shipments of galvanized sheets, wrought tubes, pipes and fittings and 
tinplate. For the eleven months, however, exports of iron and steel 
and manufactures were only slightly above those in January to 
November last year which included very high figures for the early 
months. Shipments to Nigeria, Kenya, Netherlands, Italy, Iraq 
and the United States increased, but exports to Australia were £4 
million a month lower than in the eleven months of 1952. Exports 
of non-ferrous metals and manufactures in October/November this 
year were 5 per cent. above the third quarter average. 

Engineering Products 

Exports of engineering products recovered in the second quarter 
of this year from the low level of the first three months but declined 
substantially in the third quarter to £81 million a month. In 
October/November they reached £89 million a month, the increase 
being mainly in the machinery and vehicles groups. Exports of 
machinery in October/November were £3 million a month more than 
the low rate in the third quarter ; for the eleven months, however, 
they were £14 million a month less than in January to November 
last year. Compared with the third quarter average, there were 
increased exports in October/November of electrical machinery, 
machine tools, internal combustion engines, printing and bookbinding 
machinery and pumps. Shipments of textile machinery continued 
the fall which began in the fourth quarter of last year ; at an average 
of £3 million a month in October/November they were £1 million 
a month less than the 1952 average. 

Exports in the vehicles group in October/November averaged £42 
million a month, an improvement of £4 million a month over the 
third quarter level and £2 million a month more than in the second 
quarter. For the eleven months, however, they were over £1 million 
a month below the rate in January to November 1952. Compared 
with the third quarter average, the main increase in the vehicles group 
in October/November was in exports of commercial vehicles and 
chassis, especially tractors and goods vehicles, which rose to £9} 
million a month compared with £8 million a month in the third 
quarter. ‘There was an increase of £1 million a month in exports of 
rail vehicles. Exports of cars and chassis in October/November 
declined by £1 million a month compared with the third quarter 
average ; shipments of cars to Australia in November were just under 
half the number exported in October and the value of cars and chassis 
exported to this market in the eleven months remained well below 
that of January to November last year. Exports of aircraft and parts 
in October/November this year were £}$ million a month below the 
third quarter average, but there was a rise in exports of ships and 
boats. 

Exports in the cutlery, hardware, etc., group in October/November 
were over {£} million a month more than the average in the third 
quarter and exports of electrical goods and apparatus improved by 
nearly £1 million a month. 


Textiles 


Exports of textiles and clothing, which declined between the first 
and second quarters of this year, rose by nearly £3 million a month 
in the third quarter. In October/November there was a further 
increase of £24 million a month, bringing the total for the eleven 
months to slightly more than the average for last year. Exports of 
cotton goods showed a slight increase between the second and third 
quarters and in October/November they rose by a further £1 million 
a month ; shipments of cotton yarns rose by £$ million a month, 
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with increased exports to British West Africa, Australia and Brazil 
and there was a rise of nearly £$ million a month in exports of woven 
piece-goods, particularly to British West Africa. Although exports 
of wool goods in November did not quite equal the October total the 
average for the two months was higher than in the third quarter by 
nearly £1 million a month ; there were increased exports of wool 
tops, worsted tissues and carpets. Exports of wool goods in the 
eleven months were more than £1 million a month higher than in 
January to November of last year. There was a small decline in 
exports of silk and artificial silk yarns and manufactures in October/ 
November compared with the third quarter average, but exports of 
other textile manufactures rose by nearly £4 million a month, mainly 
because of increased exports of linen piece-goods to the United

States and Brazil. Exports of apparel continued to increase in 
October/November and, for the eleven months, the total was slightly 
more than in the same period last year. 


Other Manufactures 


Exports in the chemicals group in October/November rose by 
more than £1 million a month compared with the third quarter 
average, nearly £} million of the increase being in shipments of coal 
tar dyestuffs. Exports of refined petroleum, which rose by more 
than £1 million a month between the second and third quarters, 
declined by nearly £4 million a month in October/November ; there 
were smaller shipments of motor spirit. In the miscellaneous 
manufactures group, exports of arms and ammunition rose by £14 
million a month and in the first eleven months averaged nearly £2 
million a month more than in the corresponding period last year ; 
there was an increase of £200,000 a month in shipments of plastic 
materials. 


Other Exports 


Exports of food, drink and tobacco in October/November were 
£1 million a month more than the third quarter average. Exports of 
whisky (mainly to South Africa and Canada) increased by nearly 
£400,000 a month. In the miscellaneous foods group, exports of 
refined sugar declined by £400,000 a month, but there were larger 
shipments of biscuits and cured herrings. Among the raw materials 
exports of coal in October/November continued the rise begun in 
September and were nearly £14 million a month more than the third 
quarter average. For the eleven months as a whole, coal exports were 
£4 million a month more than in January to November last year, 
exports to Italy, Western Germany and the Netherlands having shown 
the greatest rise. Exports by parcel post in October/November, at 
an average of £8 million, were £1} million more than the third quarter 
level. 


Re-Exports 


Re-exports in October and November, averaging £9 million a 
month, showed a rise of more than £4 million over the monthly 
average for the third quarter, but the rate so far this year of just under 
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£9 million a month, has been about £3 million a month less than in 
the year 1952 when re-exports of rubber and tin included special 
shipments to the United States in the first half year. Compared 
with the third quarter this year the rise in the food, drink and tobacco 
class was maintained in October/November, principally in cocoa and 
tea, although coffee and tobacco declined. ‘There was an improve- 
ment in re-exports of raw materials ; re-exports of furskins rose by 
£600,000 a month, and there was a substantial increase in the seeds 
for oil group, but raw wool fell by £700,000 a month and rubber also 
declined. 


Exports to North America 


United Kingdom exports to North America in November, at a 
provisional total of £25 million, brought the average for October/ 
November to £26 million a month, slightly less than the third quarter 
average. 

Exports to the United States in October/November averaged £124 
million a month, £14 million less than the high average for the second 
and third quarters, but slightly more than the monthly rate in the 
year 1952. For the eleven months, exports to the United States 
were {1 million a month more than in January to November last year. 
Compared with the third quarter average, exports of non-ferrous 
metals (mainly aluminium and tin) to the United States in October/ 
November this year declined by £600,000 a month, and those of 
iron and steel and manufactures by £500,000 a month. Exports of 
cars were £300,000 a month less and there was a decline in exports 
of wool goods. 

Exports to Canada in October/November averaged £13-6 million 
a month, £800,000 more than the third quarter average but well below 
the high average of the second quarter. For the eleven months, 
exports to Canada totalled £13-3 million a month, £24 million a month 
more than in January to November 1952. Compared with the third 
quarter average, there were increases in October/November this year 
in iron and steel and manufactures (£400,000 a month), machinery 
and parts (£300,000 a month), and non-ferrous metals (mainly 
platinum). Exports of wool goods declined by £400,000 a month 
and those of cars by £600,000 a month. 


Details of Imports 
Food, Drink and Tobacco 


Imports of food, drink and tobacco in October and November, at 
£110 million a month, were at the same monthly rate as for the first 
nine months of the year, but were more than 8 per cent. above the 
average for 1952. 

Grain and flour was the only group which showed any substantial 
decline in October/November. At £19 million a month imports 
were nearly £5 million below the high rate for the third quarter and 
£3 million less than the monthly rate for last year, while the quantity 
imported so far this year was 6 per cent. more than in the corresponding 
period of 1952. ‘The principal decreases in October/November were

attributable to smaller arrivals of barley and wheat. Supplies of 
barley, which in the third quarter had exceeded twice the rate of the 
previous six months, declined by £24 million a month in October/ 
November, but the quantity of arrivals so far this year is still 29 per 
cent. above the level of the same period of 1952, although the price is 
considerably lower. Imports of wheat from Canada, United States 
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and Australia in October/November were also below the third 
quarter’s high level, but this reduction was, to some extent, offset by 
increased arrivals from other sources ; compared with 1952 there has 
been no appreciable change in the quantity of wheat imported. Meat 
imports in October/November again declined and remained below 
the monthly average for the year to date ; the quantity of arrivals in 
January/November was, however, 22 per cent. higher than in the 
corresponding period of last year, Australian beef showing the greatest 
single advance. Imports of vegetables were slightly reduced and 
remained below the monthly average for the year and live animals for 
food showed a minor reduction from the high level of the third 
quarter. 

The principal increase in October and November was in imports 
of tea which at £9} million a month showed an advance of £3 million 
on the rising rate for the third quarter. Although raw cocoa imports 
had been small in the third quarter there was little change in October 
and November and there was a close comparison between the arrivals 
in the first eleven months of this year and of 1952. Coffee remained 
steady compared with the third quarter, but imports so far this year 
are well below those of the same period of last year, mainly because 
of decreased arrivals from Brazil and Tanganyika. ‘Tobacco at £9 
million a month in October and November showed a substantial 
advance over the rate for the third quarter and over the monthly 
average for the year. By reason of the doubling of supplies from 
the United States, the quantity of tobacco imported so far in 1953 
has been 30 per cent. higher than in the same period last year, but 
substantially below the abnormally high level of 1951. There was a 
very small increase in October/November in animal feeding stuffs 
which remained well above the monthly rate for the year. For the 
first eleven months of 1953 the value of imports of oil-seed cake and 
meal have been double those for the corresponding period of 1952 
and arrivals of other feeding stuffs have also greatly increased. 
Imports of dairy produce in October/November showed a rise of 
£1 million a month (almost entirely for eggs) over the monthly rate 
for the third quarter. 


Raw Materials 


Imports of raw materials in October/November were little different 
in total from the level in the third quarter, although for the five 
months July-November they were £12 million a month less than in 
the first half year, most of the decline being seasonal. Compared 
with the third quarter average there was a reduction of nearly £2 
million a month in imports of iron ore and scrap in October/November, 
mainly as a result of smaller arrivals of iron ore from Canada and 
Sweden. ‘There was little change, however, in the value of imports 
of non-ferrous ores and scrap, although for the eleven months they 
were nearly £2} million a month less than in January-November last 
year as a result of smaller arrivals of tungsten and zinc ores and lower 
prices for tin ore. Imports of sawn softwood in October/November 
this year declined by £4 million a month compared with the third 
quarter average, with reduced arrivals from Finland, Sweden, Canada 
and the Soviet Union. There were smaller arrivals of rubber from 
Malaya and the October/November average of imports of raw rubber 
was over {/} million a month less than in the third quarter. Partly 
offsetting these decreases, there were heavy arrivals of raw wool from 
Australia and South Africa in November, bringing the average of 
imports in this group in the two months to nearly £2} million more 
than the third quarter rate. Imports of raw cotton in October/ 
November this year increased by £1 million a month compared with 
the third quarter rate ; there were larger consignments from Egypt 
and the United States. ‘There was little change in imports in the 
raw silk group in October/November compared with the third quarter 
average, but imports of raw jute from Pakistan increased by nearly 
£400,000 a month and there were larger arrivals of flax. Imports of 
crude petroleum from Kuwait, at £114 million a month in October/ 
November, were over £1 million a month more than in the third 
quarter. Among the paper-making materials, imports of woodpulp 
were nearly {1 million a month higher. 


Manufactures 


Excluding the £35 million of aircraft as a gift from Canada in the 
last five months, the value of imports so far this year has been less by 
£15 million a month, or 20 per cent., than in the corresponding period 
of last year. 

Imports of iron and steel and manufactures in October and 
November were well below the already low level of the first nine 
months of the year, the value of arrivals in the first eleven months 
being only about half that for the corresponding period in 1952, but 
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prices have been lower ; the principal reductions between these 
periods were in bars and rods of steel and in ingots. Arrivals of 
machinery and parts, too, were lower in October/November than in 
the third quarter and in January to November were 13 per cent. lower 
than in 1952, mainly because of smaller imports of machine tools. 
Excluding arrivals of Canadian aircraft, there was little change in 
imports in the vehicles group during the first eleven months of this 
year compared with January to November 1952. Imports of cotton 
yarns and manufactures, at £1 million a month in October/November, 
were well above the third quarter, reversing the downward trend that 
had continued for two years.

Still Greater Efforts Needed in Export Field 


"HE Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. D. Heathcoat Amory, 

stressed the need for still greater efforts in the field of exports when 
he spoke at the annual dinner of the Institute of Export in London 
on December 16. 


The United Kingdom’s position had improved in two directions 
Mr. Heathcoat Amory said. Her gold reserves were steadily creeping 
up, and the great danger of rigidity in the economy had given way to 
much more flexibility ; it was encouraging that the 1952 volume of 
exports was 50 per cent. higher than the volume in 1938. In the first 
11 months of 1953 United Kingdom exports to the United States 
had increased by 10 per cent. and those to Canada by 23 per cent. 
over the corresponding period last year, and the value of total exports 
was now at its best since March 1952—in fact, the first six months of 
this year showed the smallest dollar deficit, not counting Aid, since 
the war. 


In these circumstances, it might be asked why the Government 
sounded a note of gravity and concern. It was not that exports were 
unsatisfactory—on the contrary they were good ; but they were not 
good enough. ‘There was no cause for alarm or despondency, but 
there was cause for anxiety—and for still greater efforts. While 
world trade had steadily increased, the United Kingdom’s share in 
that trade had fallen ; there had been an increasing number of cases 
where the United Kingdom had been losing contracts on price. 
These things might, however, be kept in perspective—a big order 
lost always attracted publicity, whereas satisfactory orders quietly 
gained were apt to pass by unnoticed. He had been very pleased 
recently by a number of really valuable contracts that enterprising 
industrialists had secured in dollar markets. During the past two 
or three years the terms of trade had treated the United Kingdom 
kindly, but it would be imprudent to rely on this trend continuing, 
and, indeed, beyond a certain point, the trend might cease to be of 
advantage to the Sterling Area as a whole. 

The reserves were rising ; but they were not rising fast enough. 
The country was paying its way—but only just. It was not enough 
for the United Kingdom, the centre of the Sterling Area, simply to 
pay its way ; it must earn a surplus, to pay its debts, build up its 
reserves, and resume its traditional role of lending and investing 
overseas. All this added up to the fact that the country was going to 
live in a very competitive age, with no quarter for the less efficient. 
The standard of living would be not what the country thought it 
deserved, but what it could earn by skill, enterprise and industry. 


“The Government's job is not to do the export trade, and it does 
not mean to try,” Mr. Heathcoat Amory continued. ‘“ But we 
recognize that the Government have an important part to play—in 
its proper field. First, we must safeguard our national balance of 
payments, secondly, we must do our best to ensure internal economic 
stability. ‘That insidious enemy—inflation—must be held at bay ; 
then, we must use our influence in international negotiations to 
increase world trade, to open markets, to balance trade at the highest 
possible level and to the free movement of goods without artificial 
restriction. Other ways in which the Government are helping are 
by providing market information for our exporters—and in this 
matter you will I hope have heard of my current campaign to bring 
Government services to the notice of all potential exporters. We 
help too by providing credit insurance through E.C.G.D., and I am 
very anxious that still greater use should be made of these—as I 
believe—valuable facilities.” 

Lastly, Mr. Amory said, it was of course the Government’s steadfast 
purpose to try to reduce the existing burden of taxation. A matter 
which was much in the Government’s mind was the difficult job of 
keeping export and home demand in balance ; a healthy home market 
was undoubtedly of great value to the export trade, particularly in 
enabling manufacturers to spread their cost over a high level of 
production. But there was the danger that too much pressure from 
the home market if it was too buoyant would divert production and 
sales effort from countries where selling was less easy but more 
important. Production in this country happily was increasing, but 
too small a proportion of that production was going to exports ; it 
must be remembered too that production and productivity was 
increasing fast in other countries, so as home demand increased, 
involving higher imports, exports must increase also. 

It was sometimes said that the Government had lost its interest in 
the export of consumer goods ; this was far from being so. Exports 
of consumer goods were of very great importance and this year were 
showing a nice increase. At the same time, it must be remembered 
that the world’s capacity for producing consumer goods was increasing 
rapidly and that these trades would become even more competitive. 
The pattern or the level of world demand could not be forecast. 
All that could be done was to be perpetually on one’s toes and as 
flexible and adaptable as one could possibly be. 

His audience would be interested to know that he would be spending 
Christmas Recess overseas—he was going to travel round South 
America, where there should be great opportunities for British 
exports.

South America 


THE Minister of State at the Board of Trade, Mr. D. Heathcoat 

Amory, is to visit South America during the Christmas recess; he 
will leave London on December 31 and return on February 2. He 
will be visiting Brazil, Uruguay, Argentina, Paraguay, Chile and 
Peru. These countries are the ‘“‘ non dollar” countries of South 
America. 

This visit by the Minister of State is an indication of the importante 
which H.M. Government attach to the long standing and close 
commercial relations between the United Kingdom and Latin 
America. The Minister expects to meet leading Government 
personalities and the local British communities and to exchange views 
on methods of promoting United Kingdom exports. It is not the 
purpose of the trip to undertake any trade negotiations. ‘The Minister 
will be accompanied by Mr. R. J. W. Stacy, Under-Secretary in the 
Commercial and Exports Department of the Board of Trade. 


Purchase Tax Announcement 


HE Commissioners of Customs and Excise have reviewed the 

liability of modelling materials, paint boxes and stencil outfits 
under Group 20 (a) of the Tax Schedule in consultation with the 
Trade Associations concerned, and they have decided that, with effect 
from January 1, 1954, they will regard the following as the taxable 
range :— 

Modelling clays, waxes and similar materials put up with 
modelling tools and/or designs or instructions for modelling 
particular objects. 

Paint boxes whose wholesale value does not exceed 2s. 6d. 
exclusive of tax ; painting outfits, irrespective of value, containing 
additional articles not normally found in paint boxes, such as 
slates, paint books and pictures to be copied. 

Stencil outfits except those which, in addition to stencils, 
contain only pens, brushes or inks, and which are put up for 
commercial use. (Components of non-chargeable outfits may be 
chargeable under Group 34.) Notice No. 78 should be noted 
accordingly. 

Under these revised arrangements fancy packages containing 
modelling materials in assorted colours may be sold free of tax, 
provided that such packages do not contain modelling tools or include 
designs or instructions for modelling. ‘The price at which modelling 
materials and stencil outfits are sold no longer affects their tax 
classification. ‘The price limit within which paint boxes are regarded 
as toys or amusement requisites has been altered from 2s. 6d. retail to 
2s. 6d. wholesale. 


Removal of Control on Magnesium 


HE Minister of Supply, Mr. Duncan Sandys, has made an Order 

which, with effect from January 1, 1954, revokes the Magnesium 
Distribution Order 1951 (S.I. 1951/891) and removes all control on 
the acquisition, disposal, treatment, use and consumption of virgin 
magnesium and virgin magnesium alloys. 

The revoking Order, the Magnesium Distribution (Revocation) 
Order 1953, S.I. 1953 No. 1850 (price 2a., by post 34d.) can be 
obtained from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, 
and branches. 

As announced on October 5 by Lerd Woclton, the Chancellor of 
the Duchy of Lancaster and Minister of Materials, private trading in 
magnesium will be restored on January 1 next. 


Interim Index of Retail Prices 


AT November 17, 1953, the official index figure*, which measures 
changes in the average level of retail prices compared with the level 
at the base date, June 17, 1947 (taken as 100), was 140, the same 
figures as at October 13. This is announced by the Ministry of 
Labour and National Service.

United Kingdom Use of Japanese 
Trade Marks 


HE Board of Trade have under consideration a number of questions 

relating to ‘Trade Marks which were on the Register on December 8, 
1941, in the names of Japanese persons or concerns, living or carrying 
on business in Japan. 

Persons or concerns in the United Kingdom claiming to have a 
continuing interest in such Trade Marks arising out of their use 
since December 8, 1941, in connection with goods manufactured in 
the United Kingdom are invited to communicate with The Registrar 
of Trade Marks, stating :— 

(a) the numbers (with short descriptions) of the Japanese registered 

Trade Marks [that they are using] ; 

(b) the extent of their interests in those Marks and the source of 
those interests ; 

(c) whether at December 8, 1941, there existed any contract or 
agreement between them and the Japanese registered 
proprietors relating to the use of those Marks ; 

(d) whether after December 8, 1941, they exercised registered 
user rights in those Marks, and, if so, for what period ; 

(e) what goods have been or are being manufactured under those 
Marks, and the periods during which the goods were produced. 


All communications arising out of this Notice should be addressed 
to The Registrar of Trade Marks (Japanese Marks), The Patent Office, 
25 Southampton Buildings, London, W.C.2, and should reach him 
not later than February 27, 1954.

THE TREASURY have made the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 14) 
Order, 1953, which reduces from £6 to £3 13s. Od. per ton the draw- 
back of customs duty allowed in respect of castor seed used in the 
manufacture of castor oil which is exported or shipped as stores. 

The Order came into operation on December 24, 1953, and has 
been published as Statutory Instruments 1953, No. 1864. 

The Treasury have also made the Import Duties (Drawback) 
(No. 15) Order, 1953, which reduces from £20 to £11 7s. 6d. per ton 
the rate of drawback of customs duty allowable in respect of imported 
linseed oil used in the manufacture of linseed oil fatty acids which are 
exported or shipped as stores. 

The Order comes into operation on December 27, 1953, and has 
been published as Statutory Instruments 1953, No. 1865.

PRODUCTION of cotton, spun rayon and mixture yarn for the week 
ended December 5, was 29-84 million lb. compared with 20-69 
million lb. for the previous week and 17-49 million lb. for the 
corresponding week of 1952. 
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Import and Export Prices in November 


THE INDEX of export prices in November, at 96 (average for 

1952 == 100) and the index of import prices, at 86, were each one 
point lower than in October ; the terms of trade index, which is the 
ratio of the import to the export index, at 90, remained the same as in 
the three preceding months. 

In the first eleven months of this year import prices showed an 
average reduction of some 12 per cent. on those for the same period 
of last year and export prices were down by about 3 per cent. by 
reason of substantial declines in the index numbers for textiles and 
clothing and for manufactures, other than metals and engineering 
products ; the index for these goods remained virtually unchanged. 

The fall of one point in the import index followed a period of no

change since June ; prior to that the index had shown a continuous 
fall from February 1952. Of the three main classes of imports, the 
index for raw materials showed the steepest fall, reaching by June 
1953 a level 20 per cent. below the 1952 average. By the same 
date imports of manufactured goods had declined by 15 per cent., 
but prices of food, drink and tobacco were only 3 per cent. below 
the average for 1952. Since June raw materials have been virtually 
unchaaged while food and manufactures have declined slightly. 


The downward movement in November in the index for exports 
was largely due to a minor movement in the index for metals and 
engineering products.

out revised import licensing arrangements for bananas, canned 

and bottled grapefruit and pineapple, nuts and grapes from 
Spain, peanuts, shell eggs, crearn, biscuits, checolate and sugar 
confectionery, oil seeds and oils, and soya beans. 


Notice to Importers No. 614 announces additions and amendments 
to Open General Licence, and two more Notices deal with imports 
of synthetic rubber from dollar sources and token imports from 
Canada and the United States next year. These are reproduced at 
the end of this announcement. 


Bananas 


It is announced in Notice to Importers No. 611 that as an interim 
measure, the licensing arrangements described in Notice to Importers 
No. 548 for bananas originating in and consigned from any country or 
territory other than :— 

Albania, Argentina, Bolivia, Bulgaria, Canada, Colombo, Costa 
Rica, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, 
El Salvador, French Somaliland, Germany (Russian Zone), 
Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, Hungary, Japan, Korea, Liberia, 
Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, Persia, Philippines, Poland, 
Roumania, Tangier, United States of America, Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics, Venezuela, Yugoslavia, 

will continue for the period up to March 31, 1954. 


Importers who received licences following the issue of the Notice 
referred to above may accordingly apply for a licence to cover imports 
in the next three months. Licences will be issued as soon as possible 
after receipt of applications. Although licences will be valid up to 
June 30, 1954, they are intended primarily to tide importers over the 
first three months of the year. 

The arrangements for banana imports from the same countries after 
March 31, will be announced later. 


Canned and Bottled Grapefruit and Pineapple 


As announced by the Minister of Food on October 21, 1953, 
control of canned grapefruit, pineapple and mandarin oranges will 
end on December 31, 1953. 

The arrangements for importing mandarin oranges were given in 
Notice to Importers No. 605 and the Board of Trade now announce 
in Notice to Importers No. 610, that as from January 1, 1954, canned 
or bottled grapefruit and pineapple may be imported by private traders 
under Open General Licence in accordance with the conditions set 
out below. 

Canned or bottled grapefruit, and canned or bottled pineapple, 
and mixtures of these fruits may be imported without separate 
licence :— 

(a) if consigned from any country or territory other than :— 

Albania, Argentina, Bolivia, Bulgaria, Canada, Colombia, Costa 
Rica, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, 
El Salvador, French Somaliland, Germany (Russian Zone), 
Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, Hungary, Japan, Korea, Liberia, 
Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, Persia, Philippines, Poland, 
Roumania, Tangier, United States of America, Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics, Venezuela ; and 

(b) provided that the fruit is grown and packed in that same country 

or territory. 

Fruit consigned from one permitted country but grown in another 
permitted country is not covered by the Open General Licence and 
would only be admissible under an individual licence. Applications 
for such individual licences should be made to the Import Licensing 
Branch of the Board of Trade at 43 Marsham Street, London, S.W.1, 
in the usual way. 

The Open General Licence referred to in Schedule III to Notice 
to Importers No. 601 (which introduced a new appendix, Appendix 
XI, to Notice to Importers No. 492) has accordingly been further 
extended and amended with effect from January 1, 1954, as shown 
in the Schedule to this Notice. 

From January 1, 1954, the prohibition on canned fruit in gift parcels 
from the Irish Republic will be confined to canned fruit of the varieties

Fruit, Nuts, and Foodstuffs

Applications for import licences should be accompanied by under-

(a) that hand-picked selected peanuts imported under the licence 

will not be used for oil expression, 

(b) to make returns of imports, under any licence issued, 
monthly to the Ministry of Food in a form prescribed by the 
Ministry. 

Applications for import licences should be submitted on 
Form ILB/A and sent in the first instance to Ministry of Food, 
Dried Fruit and Edible Nuts Division, Great Westminster House, 
Horseferry Road, London, S.W.1. 

Licences will be valid to June 30, 1954. 

To prevent an interruption in shipments, the Board of Trade 
would also be prepared to consider applications for specific licences 
to import this type of peanut during the month of January 1954, 
i.e. before imports are formally returned to private trade.

Shell Eggs

of imports of shell eggs will end during 1954. 

The Board of ‘Trade now announce in Notice to Importers No. 618 
that, with effect from January 1, 1954, the Open General Licence 
referred to in Appendix IV of Notice to Importers No. 492, as 
subsequently amended, has been extended as shown in the Schedule 
below. 

Accordingly private imports of shell eggs will be permitted as from 
that date without individual licence if originating in and consigned 
from the Scheduled Territories, Muscat and Oman. 

The Scheduled Territories at present comprise the British 
Commonwealth (except Canada), British ‘Trust Territories, 
British Protectorates and Protected States, Burma, the Irish 
Republic, Iraq, Iceland, Libya and Jordan. 

The Ministry of Food will continue to be the sole importer of shell 
eggs from non-sterling sources until March 31, 1954. 

The Board of Trade also announce that from April 1, 1954, private 
imports of shell eggs originating in and consigned from countries 
other than the following :— 

Albania, Argentina, Bolivia, Bulgaria, Canada, Colombia, Costa 
Rica, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, Dominican Republic, Ecuador,

London, S.W.1. Applications for Open Individual Licences should 
not be submitted before March 1, 1954. 

Page 1 of the application form should be completed ; on page 2 
only question 5 need be answered ; on pages 3, 5, and 7 only the name, 
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full postal address, reference number of the applicant and the descrip- 
tion of the commodity need be filled in. 

Each holder of an Open Individual Licence will be required to make 
returns (including Nix returns) of his imports under that licence 
monthly to the Ministry of Food. Instructions for making returns 
will be sent to those to whom import licences are issued.

Holders of such licences may, therefore, return their current

Street, London, S.W.1, and ask for a new licence to include the 
additional oils mentioned in the first paragraph above, and if they wish, 
for an increase in the amount of their licence. | Requests for an 
increase in the value of licences should reach the Board of Trade by 
January 4, 1954. 


Soya Beans 


Since July 1953, specific licences to import soya beans have been 
issued to recognized seed crushers and manufacturers of soya flour in 
proportion to each applicant’s purchases from Government Stock and 
subject, in the case of imports used for the extraction of oil, to the oil 
being sold to the Ministry of Food.

Waste Paper Consumption and Stocks 


The Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. D. Heathcoat Amory, 
as representing the Minister of Materials, was asked if he would make 
a statement of policy with regard to the collection of waste paper ; 
and, in particular, what assistance he would give local authorities in 
disposing of the salvage they collected in view of the difficulty which 
they were experiencing in finding a market. 

Mr. Heathcoat Amory replied that there had been no change in 
the policy of Her Majesty’s Government since it was stated in a reply 
on July 20 last. Consumption of waste paper had risen further since 
then and stocks were now lower, which should eventually make 
disposal more easy. 

Local Authorities must, however, rely upon normal business 
negotiations with their buyers and not upon direct Government 
intervention. 


THURSDAY DECEMBER 17 


Grants Under Distribution of Industry Act 


Asked what principles he was adopting in dealing with claims for 
grants under Section 3 (1) of the Distribution of Industry Act, 1950, 
having regard to the fact that this section was designed to encourage 
manufacturers to transfer industrial undertakings to the development 
areas, the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
replied that the Section authorized payments cnly if there were 
exceptional circumstances. ‘The Board of ‘Trade necessarily 
considered each application on its own merits and took fully into 
account all the circumstances of the individual case. 


Lengths of Nylon Stockings 


While this was essentially a matter for the commercial judgment of 
the manufacturers themselves, the President said he understood that 
some of them were at present making nylon stockings in several lengths 
for each foot size for both home and export trade. He was advised 
that British industry could meet the export demand and he knew of 
no particular difficulty which would call for special action. 


Government Services for Exporters 


Asked if he would make a statement about the services now being 
offered by Her Majesty’s Government to those engaged in the export 
trade, the President replied that Members would already have 
received a letter from the Minister of State describing the steps which 
the Board of Trade were taking to make Government services to 
exporters more widely known. ‘These services covered a wide range 
of practical assistance to individual firms seeking to sell in overseas 
markets. 


Canadian Textile Industry 


The President was asked what effect the recent amendment to the 
Customs Act which would give the Canadian textile industry increased 
protection from imports would have upon imports from Britain ; and 
what negotiations he had had with the Canadian Government on this 
matter. 

He replied that he assumed the questioner was referring to the 
amendment to Section 35 of the Canadian Customs Act. He 
understood that this amendment was designed to give Canadian 
manufacturers increased protection against textiles imported at 
abnormally low end-of-season prices. He had no reason to believe 
that the amendment was likely te have adverse effects on British trade. 
He had not received any representations from exporters on this 


subject and heavy seasonal reductions in price were not a feature of 


British textile exports to Canada. 
The Government had had no negotiations with Canada on this 


matter. 


Imports of Apples 


The President stated that no imports of apples from Western 
Germany were recorded during January to October this year, and he 
had no information to suggest that any had been imported since. 


(Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 
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Winding up of Raw Cotton Commission 


A questioner asked the President what consultations he had with 
the trade unions representing workers in the cotton industry about 
his decision to abolish the Raw Cotton Commission, the dates on which 
these consultations took place, and the date on which he informed 
them of the decision referred to above. 

He replied that the Board of Trade and the Ministry of Materials 
had confidential discussions with representatives of the United Textile 
Factory Workers’ Association and other interested trade unions on 
August 12 and September 29. The object of these talks was to give 
the trade unions full information about the technical discussions 
which were being held, following the report of the Cotton Import 
(Review) Committee, with representatives of other sections of the 
trade ; to inform them of the alternative proposals which were under 
consideration ; and to give them an opportunity of expressing thei 
views. ‘The decision to wind up the Commission was not com- 
municated to anyone in the trade before it was announced in the 
Gracious Speech of the Queen at the Opening of Parliament]. 


Selling Overseas 


The President was asked if he would seek the assistance of 
advertisers, mercantile houses, sales agencies, commercial travellers 
and other organizations to initiate special and concentrated campaigns 
in the British Dominions overseas, in North and South American 
countries and elsewhere to stimulate the advertisement and sale 
abroad of United Kingdom goods, and to promote the expansion of 
our shipping, banking and insurance business overseas, including the 
setting up of new agencies abroad to supplement existing agencies ; 
if he would consult with the Chancellor of the Exchequer to this end ; 
and if he would make a statement. 

He replied that while he fully recognized the important work done 
by the interests to which the questioner referred and entirely endorsed 
his desire to increase our overseas trade, the advertising and sale 
abroad of United Kingdom goods and services were the job of 
individual businesses. The Government gave every practicable 
assistance to all such businesses both at home and through their 
officers overseas, and he did not think that there was any need for 
new Government agencies at present.

Opportunities for United Kingdom Firms to Participate in 


Colombia’s Progress 


The article below has been prepared by the Commercial Secretariat at Her Majesty's Embassy in Bogota. 


The Commercial 


Relations and Exports Department, Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, will be pleased to answer any 
questions arising from the article. 


HE PROSPECTS of continued prosperity and favourable trading 

conditions in Colombia, which were described in an article in the 

Board of Trade Journal on March 16, 1953, have been confirmed 
by the evidence forthcoming since then. In May some concern was 
felt at evidence of internal inflation and an excessive level of imports. 
As counter measures the proportion of reserves which the banks are 
required by law to hold was raised, as was the amount of the deposits 
required in respect of the import registration of a large number of 
comnmodities. ‘These measures have to all appearances succeeded. 
The level of the working class cost of living index and the amount 
of money in circulation have dropped, while coffee export contracts 
exceeded import registrations in the first nine months of 1953 by 
U.S. $8-7 million, and the gold and dollar reserves have continued to 
increase gradually to U.S. $187 million at the end of September. 


The foreign trade policy of the new Government which took office 
on June 13 continues on the same lines as that of their predecessors, 
namely to broaden as far as possible the basis of Colombia’s prosperity. 
In the long term this means developing and diversifying Colombia’s 
resources and exports other than coffee. In the short term it means 
selling coffee to as many countries as possible outside the United States. 
This is done under special commercial agreements, of which the 
United Kingdom’s arrangement with Colombia, signed on August 11, 
1952, is still in force. Certain commodities may be purchased, and 
all official and semi-official contracts may be placed, only with 
countries which have such agreements, or more or less balanced trade, 
with Colombia. 


The new Government’s main achievements affecting internal trade 
conditions have been the restoration of general confidence, and 
particularly of order in the countryside. In harmony with the 
opinion of Colombian engineers, they are recasting development 
plans to achieve greater economy of resources and more balanced 
results. Their most discussed economic measure has been the 
imposition of a new and higher scale of income tax and capital duties, 
to finance increasing Governmental expenditure. ‘Though the 
increases are stiff by previous Colombian standards they do not 
appear likely to constitute an undue burden on Colombian commerce 
and industry or on foreign capital invested in the country. 


Development Schemes 


Opportunities for isritish firms to participate in development works 
depend partly upon the establishment in Colombia of British consult- 
ing engineers and as far as construction works are concerned on the 
readiness of contractors themselves to establish an organization in 
Colombia. ‘This applies most to major communications and hydro- 
electric schemes, although as far as the supply of equipment is 
concerned there seems no reason why United Kingdom firms vetio can 
sell to United States specifications in the United States or Canada 
should not sell to similar specifications in Colombia. But there are 
also a large number of municival electric power, water supply and 
sewage schemes in progress ; the Institute of Municipal Develop- 
ment has 137 electrical, 107 water and 35 sewage schemes under way 
this year. For these lesser projects and usually for telecommunica- 
tions schemes, a resident engineer attached to Colombian agents is 
probably enough, in the first stages of a Company’s penetration of 
Colombia, to make contacts among likely purchasers, familiarize 
them with his company’s products, and assist the agents in preparing 
or submitting tenders. He must be in daily touch with Government 
and Municipal authorities, particularly in connection with those 
works for which British firms are accustomed to prepare their own 
plans and specifications, for this requires that they should have 
knowledge of projects at their earliest and most formative stage. He 
must, therefore, be truly resident in Colombia or at the very least 
cover not more than one other country. Colombia’s division into 


distinct regions means that he must spend a lot of time travelling 
round them. 

Almost every municipality in Colombia, particularly those in whose 
neighbourhood such industrial development is planned as the Paz 
del Rio steelworks and ancillary industries in the hitherto under- 
developed department of Boyaca, will need in the next decade more 
electric power, telephones and water and a new sewage system (even 
Bogota discharges its sewage into a river untreated). ‘To establish 
a foothold for these opportunities British firms must be prepared in 
the absence of British consulting engineers in Colombia to secure in 
the first place, the contracts for preparing designs, or else to grapple 
with specifications prepared by United States consultants or on the 
basis of United States equipment familiar to the buyer concerned. 
Such specifications do not necessarily mean that the buyer wants to 
purchase the particular equipment described ; in the Colombian 
market, price and delivery are generally more important than precise 
adherence to specifications, provided equal quality and performance 
can be guaranteed. The United Kingdom manufacturer must be 
prepared to introduce himself on these terms. Although his resident 
engineer can secure the introduction, he should also be able to count, 
at the decisive point in the negotiation of any important contract, on 
the support of a high executive of his company, in person. Colombia 
likes to be visited, and the ready publicity accorded to such visitors 
(particularly if their representatives on the spot cultivate the press 
and place their advertising judiciously) is of value in itself. 

As regards industrial development, the biggest single factor for 
some time to come will be the Paz del Rio steel plant, expected to come 
into production about the middle of 1954. A projected nearby 
hydro-electric station will generate the power, at an annual capacity 
of some 25,000 kW., and the steel plant will provide many of the 
materials for secondary industries in the immediate neighbourhood. 
Further secondary industries are likely to grow up round Bogota, 
which alone of present industrial areas in Colombia will be directly 
connected by rail with the steel plant. "The likely list will include in 
time, according to a recent speech by the Minister of Public Works, 
stamping and pressing of sheet steel, precision engineering, structural 
steel, spun pipes, galvanized and welded pipes, agricultural tools 
and forgings, castings and screws, bolts and rivets. Among the by- 
product manufactures contemplated are slag cement, fertilizers, road 
tars, paints, refractories, and creosote-impregnation of timber. 
Although the Association of Small Industrialists (Asociacion de 
Pequenos Industriales—-ACOPI), the body which has concerned itself 
with the development of these industries, has sought advice and offers 
of equipment primarily on the continent of Europe, the projects are 
not tied to particular suppliers financially, as was the main steelworks 
by the Banque de Paris et Pays Bas loan, and there would appear to 
be opportunities here for British manufacturers of equipment for 
such industries. The Association, with the Government and the 
National Association of Industrialists, is sponsoring an International 
Exhibition in Bogota in March 1954. 


Market for Consumer Goods 


The above developments will in their turn enlarge the market for 
consumer goods, as experience in the area of the Paz del Rio steel- 


works has already shown. Many consumer goods are at present on 
the lists of prohibited imports, but deletions from this list are reported 
to the Board of ‘Trade from time to time and British exporters may 
find some useful opportunities by keeping an eye on these amend- 
ments. The Colombian Government’s declared objective is 
eventually to restore freedom of imports, the prohibited list being 
intended as only a temporary measure to protect the balance of 
payments. Naturally the first choice for prohibitions fell on luxuries 
and articles manufactured in Colombia ; and while the latter are 
likely to remain protected in this way for a considerable time, several 
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of the former have already been freed. Among those of interest 
to British exporters are:

The 
recordings are of low quality and soon wear out. Another form of 
sales-promotion exploits the national gambling instinct, which is 
well developed ; the commercial counterparts of the official lotteries 


are “ Clubs,” run by almost every retail store and some manufacturers, | 
in which the payment of regular subscriptions carries entitlement to 


participate in a monthly draw. ‘There are several firms of advertising 
consultants. ‘There is also at least one firm of business consultants 
capable of carrying out the market surveys necessary before the 
expense of a full scale sales campaign could be undertaken. 

The same industrial developments which will enlarge the immediate 
market may in due course lead to local production of goods which are 
at present imported, or alternatively to extensions of the practice, at 
present fairly common particularly with pharmaceuticals, of local 
packaging of materials imported in bulk. If they do, however, the 
products already well introduced will have a considerable advantage. 
Whatever direction is followed by the exploitation of the country’s 
undoubted potential, manufacturers who establish good connections 
and exploit them with initiative and flexibility should for a long time 
to come, if world conditions allow, be on a rising market in Colombia. 
Their European competitors, particularly in Germany, have already 
noted this and are devoting much energy to establishing themselves.

Anglo-German Trade Talks 
Concluded 


ELEGATIONS representing the United Kingdom and the Federal 

Republic of Germany have completed their discussions of trade 
arrangements for the year 1954. The trade still covered by bilateral 
quotas is small on both sides in relation to the total trade in both 
directions but within that limited field the Delegations were able to 
agree quotas that should provide for a useful increase in trade. 

Increased quotas have been arranged, among others, for United 
Kingdom exports of various textiles, paper, chemical and asbestos 
products, earthenware and television equipment. German exports 
should benefit from quotas arranged, among others, for constructional 
steel, various chemicals, jewellery and pianos. Quotas for passenger 
cars on eaci side are to be continued as in 1953 at high levels and pro- 
vision has now been made for a quota of £250,000 for imports into the 
United Kingdom of commercial vehicles from Germany where 
already there are no restrictions on the import of United Kingdom 
commercial vehicles. 

The discussions provided an opportunity for a review of invisible 
transactions. Some of the remaining difficulties in this field were 
removed and there is good hope of further progress in the near future. 


Diseussions on Brazilian Payments 
Concluded 


HE discussions which have been taking place in London with a 

Brazilian Delegation, about the methods of carrying out the 
arrangements made last October for the settlement of Brazil’s com- 
mercial arrears with the United Kingdom and Colonies, were 
concluded on Monday. Notes were exchanged between Lord Reading 
on behalf of the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, and the 
Brazilian Ambassador. 

The full amount of each debt will be paid through normal banking 
channels in chronological order of the date of approval by the Bank 
of Brazil of the applications for the remittance of sterling. Interest 
at 3} per cent. per annum on-each debt will be simple interest 
calculated from October 1, 1953, to the date of discharge, and 
payments will be remitted in sterling, free of any deductions in Brazil, 
at the same time as the payment of principal. 

The Brazilian Government will draw £10 miilion from the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund, and use this sum immediately for payment 
of the arrears. It is expected that payments to creditors will begin 
early in January. 

Sterling cover for remittances against the minimum annual sum of 
£6 million will be provided throughout the year as regularly as Brazil’s 
availability of sterling permits. . 

The Brazilian Government will provide a monthly statement 
showing the progress of the liquidation of the arrears, which now 
amount to about £54 million. 


Anglo-Cuban Trade Talks 
Concluded 


ISCUSSIONS on trade relations between the United Kingdom 

and Cuba were concluded on December 19 in Havana by an 
exchange of notes between H.M. Ambassador and Dr. Miguel Angel 
Campa, Cuban Minister of State. ‘The reductions in tariffs which 
were secured for a wide range of United Kingdom goods in the 
Trade Agreement of 1951 have been extended for a period of 
three years as from January 1, 1954. ‘The undertakings to purchase 
Cuban sugar which were given by the United Kingdom in the 1951 
Agreement have not been renewed and the import restrictions on 
Cuban cigars, which are maintained for balance of payments reasons, 
have been relaxed. ‘The quota for 1954 will be $750,000 and for 
1955 and 1956 $1,000,000 for each year. 

H.M. Government have undertaken not to discriminate against 
Cuban sugar, except, of course, as regards Commonwealtii sugar, 
which is covered by the Commonwealth Sugar Agreement. 

There were further useful discussions on Anglo-Cuban trade. 
following up the exchanges of view which took place when the 
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mission led by Brigadier Crosland visited Cuba last year and a return 
Visit was paid last summer by a Cuban mission led by the Cuban 
Minister of Labour, Dr. Saladrigas. 


Anglo-Swedish Trade Talks 


ALKS with a Swedish delegation about trade arrangements 

between Sweden and the United Kingdom in 1954 which have 
been proceeding in London since December 1 were concluded on 
December 18. 

Increased facilities, as compared with 1953, will be available for 
exports of motor vehicles to Sweden from the United Kingdom. 
Provision has been made for increased imports from Sweden 
including wallboard and agricultural products. 

Supplies of coal, coke and steel will be available for Sweden at 
much the same level as in 1953.

Switzerland and Western Germany 


HE MAJESTY’S Representative at Berne reports that a new 

‘Trade and Payments Agreement between Switzerland and Western 
Germany, as well as various protocols on financial transfers, was signed 
in Berne on November 17, 1953. 

The 'T'rade Agreement, which came into force with retroactive effect 
from October 1, 1953, is valid until September 30, 1954. In view of 
the liberalization measures undertaken by both countries, the quota 
lists drawn up under the Trade Agreement, cover only a relatively 
small number of tariff items. 

Principal quotas for Swiss exports to Western Germany include 
fruit and fruit products, watches and clocks, dyestuffs and textiles. 
Switzerland will continue to exercise a liberal policy regarding imports 
of German goods.

The Netherlands and Vietnam 


ER MAJESTY’S Embassy at The Hague repert that the first 

Trade Agreement between The Netherlands and Vietnam was 
signed in Paris on November 17, 1953. It is valid for one year from 
October 1, 1953. ‘The quota list for Dutch exports is valid for six 
months from October 1, 1953, and includes :—dairy products, beer, 
cotton goods, paints and varnishes, paper and paperboard, electrical 
and mechanical material, and chemical and pharmaceutical products. 

Exports from Vietnam to Holland benefit from Dutch import 
liberalization measures and no quotas are therefore fixed.

Pakistan Tariff Commission Inquiries 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Karachi has reported 
by telegram, that according to a press report, the Pakistan Tariff 
Commission were to hold preliminary inquiries for four days com- 
mencing December 21, into the claims for protection of the indigenous 
umbrella fitting industry, the steel trunk and suitcase industry, the 
coal tar and ayurvedic medicine industries. The sitting of the 
Commission was to be held in the Committee Room of the East Bengal 
Legislative Assembly Building. 
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ER MAJESTY’S Representatives 12 Lourenco Marques, 
Portuguese East Africa and in Luanda, Angola, report the 
publication in the Official Gazette of Mozambique on 
September 19, 1953, and in that of Angola on September 30, 1953, 
of a list (translation below) of all the goods which when now imported 
into these territories from member countries of the Organization for 
European Economic Co-operation would no longer be subject to 
quantitative restriction. It is understood that a similar list is in 
force in the remaining Portuguese overseas territories with the 
exception of Macao, Timor, and Portuguese India. 

This raises the level of liberalization from 75 per cent. to 81-1 per 
cent., of their trade with O.E.E.C. countries in the base year of 1948. 

The measures of liberalization applying to Portuguese India, 
Macao and Timor have been withdrawn by the Portuguese authorities 
but it is understood that a liberal import policy will nevertheless be 
maintained in these territories. 

United Kingdom exporters are reminded that import licences are 
still required for ail foreign goods imported into Portuguese overseas 
territories but in the case of liberalized goods these are issued 
automatically.

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Australian Customs Act Amendment 


HE Australian Customs Act, 1953, came into force on November 23, 

1953 ; and amended the Customs Act, 1901-1952 ; it provides, 
inter alia, for an accelerated procedure for administering importers’ 
requests for concessional tariff treatment, under By-laws, for goods 
imported because comparable goods of Australian manufacture are 
not available. 

The Minister for Trade and Customs has explained that, previously, 
the law provided that a decision to admit goods under a Departmental 
By-law had no iegal effect until the actual By-law had been published 
in the Commonwealth Gazette. Decisions covering goods just 
ordered from overseas could not be Gazetted as By-laws until some 
months later, when the goods arrived and were entered for home 
consumption. 

The Amending Act provides that the Minister may, in addition to 
making By-laws, make a Determination having the same effect as a 
By-law, but having legal force as soon as made. Such Determinations 
would receive the same publicity in the Commonwealth Gazette as 
By-laws. 

Attention was also drawn to the practice which has developed of 
lodging applications for By-law concessions after the goods have been 
entered for home consumption. In future importers should lodge 
their requests before placing orders overseas, or as soon thereafter as 
practicable. Failure to do so may prolong the consideration of the 
requests, and may in certain circumstances prejudice them, unless 
the applicants can advance acceptable reasons for delay. 

Exporters who may be directly concerned with the results of such 
applications for concessional By-law tariff treatment, for example 
duty free entry under Tariff item 449 (A) (1), are advised to ensure 
that whenever possible the importer lodges his application in good 
tim>. 


Tariff Board Inquiry 


THE Australian Minister for Trade and Customs has referred to the 
Tariff Board for inquiry and report the question of what rate of duty 
should be imposed on Covered Cable and Covered Wire classifiable 
under Tariff Item 181 (A) (1) (a).

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Indian Tariff Commission Decisions 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 

forwarded copies of two Resolutions which give the Government 
of India’s decisions on the ‘Tariff Commission’s Reports on the 
following industries :— 


No. 17 (1)-T.B./53 (November 28, 1953)—Ferro-Silicon Industry 


The Tariff Commission has submitted its report on the continuance 
of protection to the Ferro-Silicon Industry. ‘1 Commission has referred 
to the progress made by the Industry both in its rated capacity and in 
actual production while the quality of indigenous ferro-silicon is generally 
satisfactory. The fair ex-works price of the indigenous product is, 
according to them, lower than the landed cost without duty of the imported 

roduct. They have also determined the fair selling prices, f.o.r. 
Bhedraveti, of different grades of ferro-silicon. 


2. The Commission’s principal recommendations are :— 


(1) Protection granted to the Ferro-Silicon Industry need not be 
continued beyond December 31, 1953. If, at any time, the 
industry finds itself unable to meet foreign competition, it may 
appiy to Government for a fresh examination of its case;

3. Government accept the recommendations of the Tariff Commission. 


No. 45 (1)-T.B./53 (November 28, 1953)—Button Industry 

The Tariff Commission has submitted its report on the continuance of 
protection to the Button Industry on the basis of an enquiry undertaken 
by it under Section 11 (e) read with Sections 13 and 15 of the Tariff 
Commission Act, 1951. Its recommendations are as follows :— 


(1) The plastic buttons industry needs protection against imports 
from Japan only. The protective duty on plastic buttons should, 
therefore, be fixed at 664% per cent. ad valorem or 12 annas per 
gross;-Whichever is higher. This duty should remain in force 
up to December 31, 1955. 

(2) No protection is required for the indigenous domnut, mother-of- 
pearl or metal buttons against competition from the same varieties 
of buttons imported from any source. 

(3) Provided suitable administrative arrangements can be made, 
the duty paid on urea formaldehyde powder used in the production 
of plastic buttons which are exported should be refunded. 

(4) The Chief Research Officer, Central Inland Fisheries Research 
Station, Calcutta, should be requested to undertake an investiga- 
tien into the biology of the living shells in the river beds and the 
factors affecting the thickness of the shell, and formulate a develop- 
ment programme. 

(5) The Directors of Industries in the States concerned should give 
necessary assistance to the metal button factories, which are 
mostly small and unorganized, in obtaining import licences for 
celluloid, polishing materials, nickel salts and nickel anodes. 

(6) Subject to the availability of foreign exchange, the nut button 
factories should be allowed to import their requirements of 
crozonuts. 

(7) The request of the domnut button manufacturers for the grant 
of licences on an annual basis for the import of domnuts deserves 
favourable consideration. 

(8) The manufacturers should approach the Indian Standards In- 
stitution and co-operate with it in evolving standard specifications 
for the different varieties of buttons 


2. Government accept recommendations (1) and (2)® and steps are 
being taken to implement them. 


3. As regards recommendation (3) it is open to the industry to apply 
under the provisions of the Sea Customs (Amendment) Ordinance, No. 3 of 
1953, dated October 24, 1953. 


4. Recommendations (4) to (7) have also been accepted by Government 
and steps will be taken to implement them as far as possible.

Indian Drugs Rules Amendment 


G:R.0. 2021 issued by the Ministry of Health, Government of 

India, on October 31, 1953, provides for the following amend- 
ment to be made to the Indian Drugs Rules, 1945 :— 

In the said Rules— 

(1) At the end of clause (c) of sub-rule (1) of rule 109, the following 
words shall be inserted, namely :— 

“the figure representing the Batch Number being preceded by 
the words ‘ Batch Number’ or ‘ Batch No.’ or ‘ Batch’ or ‘ Lot 
Number’ or ‘ Lot No.’ or ‘ Lot’” ; 

(2) At the end of item (iii) of clause (b) of rule 122, the following 
words shall be inserted, namely :— 

“the Batch Number being preceded by the words ‘ Batch 
Number’ or ‘ Batch No.’ or ‘ Batch’ or ‘ Lot Number’ or ‘ Lot 
No.’ or ‘ Lot’.”

Indian Customs Duty Drawback 


UNDER S.R.O. 2198 of November 26, 1953, the Government of 
India have directed that drawback should be allowed of duty paid 
on foreign cotton used in the manufacture of cotton cloth with both 
warp and weft yarns of counts 40s and over and of cotton yarn of 
counts 40s and over when such cloth or yarn is exported out of India. 
The Customs Duties Drawback (Cotton Cloth and Yarn) Rules, 
1953, published under S.R.O. 2199 of November 26, 1953, provide 
for payment as drawback of the entire import duty on raw cotton 
used in such cloth or yarn, i.e., at 2 annas 1} pies per Ib. on the net 
weight of such cloth or yarn exported, with a deduction of 15 per cent. 
in every case to cover the average weight of the sizing material 
contained in such cloth or yarn.

Barbados 
Duty-Free Entry of Goods Made from Sea Island Cotton 


THE Board of Trade have received a copy of the West Indian Sea 
Island Cotton (Exemption from Duty) (Amendment) Act, 1953, which 
amends the West Indian Sea Island Cotton (Exemption from Duty) 
Act, 1952, published in the Board of Trade Jourrial on February 7, 
1953, page 284. 

All articles manufactured from Sea Island Cotton which are 
accompanied by a declaration in the form prescribed by the Act, 
shall, until October 31, 1954, be admitted into Barbados free of 
customs duty.
